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Virgin deny problems 
over GP appointments 


TV ALLEGATIONS WERE FALSE, CLAIM NEW MEDICAL CENTRE OPERATORS 


A RECENT television expose which was highly 
critical of Virgin Care, the company which will 
be running Lyme Regis Medical Centre in the fu- 
ture, has generated concerns from local residents. 

The Channel 4 Dispatches programme, titled “Getting 
Rich on the NHS”, was screened at the end of last month 
and made a number of allegations against Virgin Care 
which have been strongly rebuffed. 

One of the allegations centred around GP practices op- 
erated by Virgin Care in Northamptonshire and Oxford- 
shire where, it was alleged, patients were unable to get 
appointments with doctors. Virgin immediately issued a 
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press release claiming that this assumption was “untrue’’. 

The programme was watched with interest by Hazel 
Read, who was prominent in support of Dr Ian Conway’s 
efforts to stay running the medical centre after he was 
given notice to quit by NHS Dorset following a lengthy 
dispute over the ownership of the building. Mrs Read im- 
mediately wrote to Virgin Care concerning the allegations 
made in the Dispatches programme. 

Virgin chief executive Bart Johnson replied to Mrs 
Read, stating: “We reject the report in its entirety which 
we believe not only contained factual errors and incorrect 
assumption but was also deliberately misleading and po- 
tentially defamatory.” 


Mr Johnson said the allegation that in practices that Vir- 
gin Care operated in Oxfordshire and Northamptonshire 
patients were unable to get appointments with GPs was 
“untrue”’. 

He continued: “Appointments were and remain avail- 
able within 48 hours. 

“The programme also referred to the use of locums but 
failed to point out that these doctors were used to cover 
a combination of sickness and maternity leave which is 
entirely normal. 

“It was suggested that locums are somehow cheaper 
than employed GPs, which is untrue.” 

Mr Johnson also referred to claims made about sexual 
health screening and practices that it was alleged were 
employed to “hit targets”. He pointed out that these prac- 
tices were inherited and immediately ceased when it 
came to their attention. 


Lyme man injured in microlight fatality 


A LYME Regis man suffered a broken arm when the mi- 
crolight in which he was flying crashed into the sea off 
Thailand, killing the pilot. 

Patrick Esser, aged 31, was dragged from the sea by 
friends in power boats who were honouring a friend who 
had died of cancer. 

Pilot Tom Grieve, 57, from Scotland, was trying to ex- 
ecute an emergency landing but slipped the on side of a 
newly constructed pier. 

They hit the water at 70 mph and Mr Grieve died from 
chest injuries. 

Speaking from the Pattaya Memorial Hospital, 100 
miles east of Bangkok, Mr Esser, who has a home in 
Lyme Regis, said: “I was making a tribute to my best 
friend when suddenly things went terribly wrong. 

“My friend Stuart Long had died of throat cancer aged 
just 41, and we were about to scatter his ashes in the sea. 
I had done a rehearsal flight the previous day with Tom 
and everything went fine. 

“We were at about 2,000 feet when the engine cut. Tom 
tried several times to start it but failed. 

“He was gliding it down and aiming for a large piece of 
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concrete to land on. We must have been going about 70 
miles per hour when we clipped something. We went 
head over heels and crashed into the water upside down.” 
Mr Esser said he saw Mr Grieve surface and although 
he was in pain he “seemed okay”. He added that he did 
not reply when he tried to speak to him as they were taken 
to hospital and doctors were unable to resuscitate him.

@ WHAT influenced you to be a dancer? 

| always felt | was meant to do something new in 
dance and movement. | just had no idea what it was. 
When | went to New York to study | was lucky 
enough to train with modern dance reformers who 
wanted to create a new form of dance. When | 
started the course it was like a spark, | just knew it’s 
what | had to do. 


@ DID your parents approve of the profession? 
When | came home from college and told my par- 
ents, my mother said: “I’m not surprised — you were 
dancing in the womb!” My mother was involved with 
the arts so it was no problem at all. 


@ WHAT made you use dance more closely with 
the church? 
After we got married we moved to Boulder, Col- 
orado, to raise our daughters away from the rat race. 
We joined a Lutherian church there and the pastor 
visited us to ask what gifts we had to offer the 
church. | thought “Oh dear” and told him | was 
trained as a dancer. But the minister said “let’s see 
how we can use this” and invited me to dance at the 
front of the church. It was a tiny space and | was used 
to a stage! 

Finally, | prayed to Jesus to ask how | should do it 
and he showed me the way. Now | teach how to wor- 
ship God through the dance. 


@ WHY is dance so important for a person’s spir- 
itual wellbeing? 

It opens you. Like singing, movement is a language. 
It expresses things, the movements express the 
words. It has this amazing effect of opening a per- 
son's emotions. It can help with grieving, depression 
and really can heal. In the secular world it is known 
as dance therapy. 
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@ WHAT is the most extraordinary place you 
have visited? 
| visited Poland when it was behind the Iron Curtain. 
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The people there were suffering terribly - no paper 
products and no soap products. Yet people had such 
faith and joy and this blew our minds. 

We brought them supplies on one visit and they 
thanked us by giving us food including a month's 
worth of meat even though it was rationed. Their 
generosity and spirit was a great influence on me. 


@ WHAT made you write an autobiography? 
God told me to write it on my seventieth birthday. 
This was really tough for me - | thought “I’m a dancer, 
| use movements not words!” but that was my calling 
so | knew | had to do it. 

| put it off for years until | got to 78 years old and | 
thought I’d better get on and do it! | visited a 
monastery in New Mexico where they held a writing 
weekend. | went on that and it really jumped-started 
my writing batteries. After that | wrote every day for 
two years until | finished it. 


@ DO you miss writing the book now that it is fin- 
ished? 

| do, but | don’t want to write another book. | find it 
incredible that a dancer should be there at a book 
signing, but there | was. | am just so happy now to 
feel that | have fulfilled my purpose on Earth. | still 
dance every day and | look forward to dancing in 
heaven, dancing with the angels. 


@ YOU have lived in many places — which of them 
do you consider home? 

When | moved to England in 1975 | was very home- 
sick — it is such a different culture. But the Lord 
taught me that your home is anywhere the Lord is 
and now | can be happy any place — even a nursing 
home would be fine and | could call it home.

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Emergency services 100 per 





cent against chopper closure 


RANK and file members 
of West Dorset’s police, 
fire, ambulance, coast- 
guard and lifeboat emer- 
gency services have voted 
100 per cent against the 
closure of the Portland res- 
cue helicopter — predicting 
that people will die if it is 
lost. 

A straw poll of 200 mem- 
bers of the emergency 
services has revealed unan- 
imous opposition to the 
government’s plan to axe 
the coastguard search and 
rescue chopper, which has 
flown almost 200 mercy 
missions this year. 

The poll, conducted by 
the West Dorset campaign 
against the threatened loss 
of the key coastguard serv- 
ice, mirrors massive public 
feeling that the life-saving 
helicopter should escape 
government cash cuts. 

“Although the emer- 
gency services answer to 
the authorities and there- 
fore are not allowed to of- 
ficially express their views, 
we have spoken to 196 
members of the emergency 
services and they think the 
whole idea of closing the 
helicopter rescue service is 
crazy,’ said Mac Mc- 
Namee, spokesman for the 
West Dorset campaign. 

“They all feel that lives 
will be lost if this cut goes 
ahead.” 

Campaigners interviewed 
58 police officers in West 
Dorset and all were against 
the closure. Ambulance 
personnel voted 37-0 
against the closure, fire 
service personnel voted 67- 
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O against, RNLI lifeboat- 
men 15-0 against and 
coastguards 20-0 against. 

“These officers are the 
experts in emergencies, 
they have the experience to 
know what they are talking 
about and the government 
should heed their informed 
fears,” said Mr McNamee. 

Meanwhile 50 per cent of 
the voters of West Dorset 
and East Devon have peti- 
tioned the government to 
stop the shutdown of the 
Portland rescue helicopter 
— raising fears for the safety 
of the seats of Tory MPs 
Oliver Letwin and Hugo 
Swire at the next general 
election. 

Although both of the Tory 
MPs have lobbied against 
the closure, they are tied to 
their party line and that 
could cost them their seats 
as public opposition to the 
government-led closure is 
swelling by the day. 

Mr Letwin, MP for West 
Dorset, and Mr Swire, MP 
for East Devon, face the 
prospect of a local backlash 
at the next election unless 
the government’s stand on 
closing down the rescue 
helicopter is u-turned. 

More than 64,000 Juras- 
sic Coast voters are now 
petitioning against the clo- 
sure — around 50 per cent of 
the region’s electorate. 

This compares to just 16 
per cent who voted in the 
recent police commissioner 
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elections. 

Organisers of the petition 
this week warned the serv- 
ing MPs that they could be 
voted out of office if the 
government ignores the 
massive public call to save 
the rescue helicopter. 

“If the government goes 
ahead with the axing of the 
Portland search and rescue 
helicopter, the people of 
West Dorset will remember 
this when it comes to the 
next general election,” said 
Mac McNamee, 
spokesman for the West 
Dorset campaign. 

Mr McNamee started the 
petitions in July after he 
and his 13-year-old daugh- 
ter Gaby were almost 
swept to their deaths in the 
freak floods of the summer. 
The Litton Cheney resi- 
dents had to climb onto the 
roof of their Land Rover 


after flood waters engulfed 
the car. They were saved 
by the Portland coast- 
guard’s helicopter. 

“When we were aboard 
the helicopter Gaby said to 
me ‘Dad, if the helicopter 
had not saved us we would 
be dead, wouldn’t we?’ I 
said no, but in the back of 
my mind I knew she was 
right.” 

The government wants to 
shut down the Portland res- 
cue service by 2017 to save 
money. Under government 
plans, the chopper, which 
has flown almost 200 
mercy dash flights since 
July this year, will be re- 
placed by a_ helicopter 
based miles away near The 
Solent — which experts say 
risks not reaching fisher- 
men and sailors in time. 

“In cold angry winter 
seas, survival time in the 
water is very short,” said 
Mr McNamee. 

“A matter of minutes 
makes all the difference 
between life and death.” 


MP for South Dorset, 
Tory Richard Drax, has ac- 
cused his own party of 
foolishness in closing the 
Portland search and rescue 
— predicting that it leave 
the government with blood 
on its hands. 

“This is sheer folly. Lives 
will be lost if the Portland 
helicopter goes,” said Mr 
Drax. 

The government has also 
come under fire from the 
powerful Transport Select 
Committee, who have crit- 
icised the Department of 
Transport for not listening 
to the overwhelming public 
opinion of residents of 
West Dorset and East 
Devon. 

The parliamentary com- 
mittee said it was “sur- 
prised and disappointed” at 
Transport Minister Patrick 
McLaughlin’s failure to 
consult the public on the 
closure. 

So anxious is the govern- 
ment about the widespread 
opposition that it has is- 


sued a gagging order pre- 
venting coastguards airing 
their informed fears. 

“The coastguards have 
been made to sign an 
agreement which prevents 
any member of staff talk- 
ing or writing about any- 


thing to do with the 
closure,’ said Mr Mc- 
Namee. 


“Since we started a writ- 
ten petition in July it has 
been signed by 51,000 peo- 
ple from the area. A further 
13,250 have signed an e- 
petition. 

“The public are clearly 
against the closure in over- 
whelming numbers and 
I’m astonished that the au- 
thorities are ignoring this. 

“T have no found one per- 
son in the area, young or 
old, who is for the clo- 
sure.”

Independent voted first Police and Crime Commissioner

tyn Underhill, who was 
second in charge during 
the Sarah Payne murder 
investigation, has been 
voted Dorset'’s first Police 
and Crime Commissioner. 

Independent Mr Under- 
hill (pictured right) beat 
the Conservative’s Nick 
King, who was _ highly 
tipped to win the elec- 
tion, after second choice 
votes were counted, as 
neither managed to get 
more than 50 per cent of 
votes. 

Mr Underhill recieved 
51,930 votes - 60.1 per 
cent, ahead of Mr King 
with 34,451 - 39.9 per 
cent.

and Liberal Democrat 
Andy Canning were elimi- 
nated in the first round. 
The BBC reported that 
the Tories left the building 
before the final result 
from the second count 
had been declared, refus- 
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ing to share the platform 
with Mr Underhill when 
final declaration took 
place citing “negative 
campaigning’. 

After winning, Mr Un- 
derhill thanked the public 
for voting for him but 
blamed the government 
for the low turnout. 

Only 96,149 valid ballots 
were cast in Dorset, out of 
588,436 registered voters 
- 16.3 per cent. 

“The government or- 
ganised a bad campaign 
and educated the public 
badly,’ he said. 

He admitted that he 
may only have won the 
vote based on the fact the 
public did not want the 


election to be political. 

“| won every single area 
which clearly displays 
people do not want poli- 
tics involved,’ he said. 

During his winner's 
speech, Mr Underhill said 
the race saw him going 
“head to head” with Mr 
King. 

“It got bloody and we 
now we need to heal, be- 
cause | am here to repre- 
sent everyone in Dorset 
regardless of their party 
preference.” 

He said his “number one” 
priority was to hire a Chief 
Constable with “with my 
vision’. 

“There's alot to doin the 
first 100 days.” 





Mr Underhill moved to 
Dorset after retiring from 
Sussex Police in 2009 and 
went on to campaign on 
issues surrounding safe- 
guarding children, includ- 
ing Sarah’s Law which was 
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Harepath Road, Seaton, 


introduced in Dorset in 
2010. 

He has vowed to make 
tackling anti-social behav- 
iour, reducing marine and 
rural crime and putting 
victims first priorities.

Among the expert tips and anecdotes which | noted 
down - including the unexpected info that his food 
hero was Georgie Best - was Hix's urging that we should 
be more creative in the kitchen, especially when it 
comes to our fridges. 

“People fill their fridges with far too much,’ Hix told 
the most glamorous clientele I've seen eat in Lyme since 
Meryl Streep & Co. took over the old Devon Hotel dur- 
ing the making of “The French Lieutenant's Woman”. 

“Consequently they end up chucking a lot of it away 
and they waste food. I'd like to see people getting more 
creative with what is actually in their fridge already,

ever else that | forget he said goes into it. 

As my fridge contained a quarter of an old tube of 
tomato puree, some limping broccoli that the guinea 
pig wouldn't eat and various foodie flotsam, including 
one sausage, half a pear, chutneys of “Antiques Road- 
show” vintage and other jars that have long-passed 
their Poison By date, since his talk | have taken him sort 
of at his word and have bunged the lot.

the main of Black Mount red deer and parsnip hotpot. 

“God, this is good,’ said my host and the evening's 
compere, Philip Evans, as he spooned down the choco- 
late and almond pavlova. 

Hix smiled as all around him heads were down in- 
tently over plates. As he'd said earlier, the raison d’etre 
for him now owning six restaurants across the land is 
“customers’ happiness, that’s the most enjoyable part 
of the job” 

More questions to and answers from the chef fol- 
lowed, from which we learned that he “hates” television, 
which is why you don’t much see him on it, that eating 
at Hix is not the expensive treat we thought - “it’s a 
myth, you can have a three-course meal here for twenty 
one quid” - that, like Paul McCartney, he never reads any 
of his reviews, that he wrote all 200 recipes in the book 
going up and down from Axminster to Waterloo on the 
train, and that his Tramshed restaurant in London fills 
its 10,000 square footage with more than 600 diners on 
a Saturday. 

We also learned that next September Mark Hix plans 
a massive Food Rocks festival on Lyme’s seafront, which 
should pack the town to the gunnels with visitors as he 
and his famous chef mates demonstrate dishes which 
will cause salivating mastication in the Regis. 

Despite Pip’s expert interrogation, Hix wouldn't much 
be drawn on the debacle that this year caused the call- 
off of his planned food festival after confusion that his 
lobster thermidor baked potatoes [page 81] might con- 
fuse the demographic looking for scampi and chips en 
basket. 

“It's tough in a small 
town that should be pro- 
moting tourism,’ was his 
only, but pointed, remark 
on the subject. 

And, of course, he is 
right. For a town whose 
lifeblood is its visitors it is 
insanity to deter the en- 
thusiasm of the only 
trader in the town who ac- 
tually draws people to 
Lyme from far around and 
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abroad. Sure, Lyme has its good shops - in particular its 
fishmonger, cheesemonger, bakery and the beermon- 
ger of the Town Mill - but never in my 56 years have | 
heard of anyone coming here from Birmingham for the 
pasties. 

Whereas in Hix's place on this dark, cold Monday 
night, was a glamorous crowd some of whom had 
come from Oxford and London for the book launch 
bash. 

Hopefully, Hix will continue to draw more of that chic 
crowd, as those of us who have lived here long enough 
know, there’s no great future for the town as a resort if 
we go back to the Kiss Me Quick level that made Lyme 
a pit in the 1970s. 

And that may well be on the cards — the eagle-eared 
among us heard Hix guardedly mutter that he had “had 
a few conversations with Palmer's” about there being a 
Hix establishment at the bomb site impersonation of 
The Three Cups, which the brewery now intends to de- 
velop. | do hope so, another Hix Fix would be good for 
the new Lyme that needs to be nudged upmarket or 
else disappear in its dayglo into the sea. 

Whether Hix beats kitsch is in the Russian roulette 
hands of our planners and what they will decide is any- 
one’s guess. But if they or indeed any council party had 
been among the elegant diners for the launch of“... On 
Baking” they and the traders would love to see the likes 
of this Louboutin-heeled lot trotting down Broad Street 
ready to spend.

What's the advantage 
of joining things up? 


M@ I HAVE heard different views since the last paper 
but, personally, I respect the honourable decision of this 
newspaper's editor to hold up his hand and admit to a 
mistake (“Halls kerfuffle was down to me!”,, View from 
Lyme Regis, November 14th). 

I would like to think that, as a result, others will get 
more into the habit of doing the same. I expect they 
would find it turned out better for everyone, including 
themselves. 

Philip Evans' comments included an admission that 
he had gained competitive advantage. Well, thank 
goodness there is at least some element of open com- 
petition in the way the latest big community property 
development project is being conducted. It's also worth 
bearing in mind that, when he admits to acting out of 
financial self-interest, it was at least balanced by his 
company shouldering the financial risk of his actions. 

It seems more important to think about how a com- 
munity's democracy is improved when things are 
openly discussed at this sort of level in public media. 

Surely it is for the best when projects are discussed 
openly and thoroughly at the idea stage? (“Woodmead 
plan: only an idea’, View from Lyme Regis, November 
14th). If left till later, developers' minds become par- 
tially or even fully clouded by their emotional and fi- 
nancial attachments to their plans. Or their discussions 
with funders may have generated deadlines and “take 
it or leave it” ultimatums.

Democratic discussion is better when based on as 
much information as possible being succinctly and un- 
emotionally presented on paper. People at all levels 
need to be given time to consider proposals and alter- 
natives. Otherwise it is not always clear what has been 
agreed on. For example, Councillor Williams thinks 
Lyme Regis Town Council has broadly supported these 
latest plans because of a threat from Dorset County 
Council to our library. But Lyme Regis Development 
Trust’s statement seems to assume DCC will still be 
paying for, and quite possibly still running, the library 
in the new building. 

As for the information that has been published thus 
far, | am left wondering do "users" want to be "cross- 
fertilised"? 

And what exactly is the advantage of joining things 
up in a complex management structure? The risks 
would seem substantially more obvious. 

Where is the "viability study" which apparently sup- 
ports this? And when spokespeople say they "believe 
the majority would agree" with their plans and ideas, 
should we be impressed? Or offended that anyone 
should assume that such beliefs amongst those trying 
to gain money, power and prestige from a public project 
- apparently without carrying the risk - matter one jot?

@ YOUR correspondent Chris Court, from Exeter, wrote 
a dramatic account of losing a pasty to a swooping seag- 
ull when on Lyme promenade recently (Lyme Letters, 
November 14th). 

They quite rightly state that these birds are protected but 
ask your readers, “who is protecting the public?”. 
Fortunately, the vast majority of people who choose to 
live in or visit coastal resorts accept that these seabirds 
are its natural inhabitants and actually like them. 
However, in places such as Lyme Regis gulls have no- 
ticed that human beings have the habit of eating outside 
dawn-to-dusk. Gulls being ever-hungry and quite clever, 
will therefore hang around to grab and eat whatever and 
whenever they can, and will live and multiply where 
there is such a reliable food-source. So, it falls to human 
beings, i.e. the ones with thinking-skills (and the choice 
to eat inside or at home) to do what they can to avoid or 
reduce nuisance from the gulls on the promenade. 

I wonder, when the Exeter visitor had the pasty knocked 
to the ground by a gull, did they expect the flock of hun- 
gry wild birds not to devour it but to show table manners 
and stand back? 

With sensible precautions, it is quite possible to snack at 


Lyme seafront without the experience your correspondent 
described, as hundreds of people, local and visiting, man- 
age to every day. So, Exeter visitor, I hope that you will 
have a more successful pasty snack next time you visit 
Lyme, but please don't expect the gulls to adjust their be- 
haviour. And please don't kick them.

STIFF Little Fingers are a punk rock band from 
Belfast, Northern Ireland, who formed in 
1977, at the height of the Troubles. They 
started out as a schoolboy band called High- 
way Star (named after the Deep Purple song), 
doing rock covers, until they discovered punk. 

Along with the likes of the Clash, Sex Pistols, 
The Jam, Skids, Buzzcocks, Undertones, Sham 
69 and the Stranglers they were at the fore- 
front of the punk movement. They enjoyed 
six years as one of the biggest ticket draws in 
the UK and recorded three more studio al- 
bums — Nobody's Heroes (1980), Go For It 
(1982) and Now Then (1982) 

They split up after six years and four albums, 
although they reformed five years later, in 
1987. 


Despite major personnel changes, they are 
still touring and recording as of 2012. Jake 
Burns, their lead singer, is the only member 
to have been with the band during all its in- 
carnations, but in March 2006, original bass 
guitarist Ali McMordie rejoined them follow- 
ing the departure of The Jam bass player 
Bruce Foxton after fifteen years. The response 
from the fans has been tremendous. 

Though focused on their new material, they 
always play the old favorites at gigs. Jake said, 
"You have to strike a balance. The difficulty 
with a band like ourselves is to try not make 
it sound like a cabaret band. Obviously, it'd be 
very easy to go, 'Hey, here's another old one 
you may remember: A lot of the old songs the 
audience greet like old friends....l suppose it's

the same as any band that's been around for 
any length of time....And yes, there are nights 
that we don't particularly want to play "Alter- 
native Ulster" or "Suspect Device" because 
we've heard them 'til they're coming out our 
ears. But there's always the possibility that 
somebody out there has never seen the band 
before, never heard them."

Having written that Double Dizzy 
had been retired two weeks ago after 
pulling up in the Haye Jousselin 
Chase at Autieul, connections de- 
cided to give him another chance, 
and he made an appearance in the 
Glenfarclas Cross Country Chase at 
Cheltenham on Saturday, the race in 
which he finished third last year.
